He was referred by the Council of Maryland Oct 14th, 1785, as a
pensioner under the Act of Oct., 1778, to the Orphans’ Court of Queen
Ann’s County.

MARYLAND ACTS—OCTOBER, 1778,

An ACT for the relief of disabled and maimed officers, soldiers,
marines, and seamen.

“Be it enacted, by the General Assembly of Maryland, That every
commissioned officer, non-commissioned officer, and private soldier,
who have or shall lose a limb, or have been or shall be so disabled in the
service of the United States of America, as to render him incapable of
getting a livelihood, and who, at the time of entering into the service
of the said United States, was or shall be enlisted or recruited by this
state, shall receive during his life, or the continuance of such disability,
the one half of his monthly pay, from and after the time that his pay as
an officer or soldier ceases. And that every commander of any ship of
